The Committee on Armed Services, to whom was referred the bill 
(H. R. 2663) to provide for the administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to section 102, National Security 
Act of 1947, and for other purposes, having considered the same, 
report favorably thereon with amendments and recommend that the 
bill do pass.
